Four of the Spaniards were killed 
and no Americans were hurt. The 
troops were pushed forward prompt- 
ly in order to capture the railroad 
leading to Ponce, which is only 
about ten miles east of this place.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The gov- 
ernment is waiting to receive con- 
firmation of the reported 
debarka- 
tion of Genera) Miles' troops. The 
war department did not expect to 
hear of General Miles landing 
near 
Ponce, as mentioned in newspaper 
dispatches, but it is admitted that 
General Miles is master of his own 
movements and it is entirely con- 
ceivable that he acquired informa- 
tion since the original plans were 
formed for the campaign 
against 
Porto Rico that led him to modify 
them in a moment when they were 
to be put into execution. 


While the distance from Ponce to 
San Juan is much greater than from 
the point originally 
selected for 
Miles' landing, there is, according 
to the military information charts a 
splendid fourteen-foot macadamized 
road leading directly across the 
island to San Juan on the north 
shore. 


Such a road as this, if it is prop- 
erly described in the archieves of 
the war department, would be very 
little affected by the torrential rains 
of this season, so that it might be 
l)ossible for our troops, accompa- 
nied, as they will be, by field artil- 
lery, to make the march across the 
seventy miles between Ponce and 
San Juan in less time than would 
have been required to cover the 
much shorter distance between the 
capital and some of the other points 
that have been named as the land- 
ing place for troops. 


Wherever the landing may have 
been made, the war department ex- 
pects to hear from General Miles 
very soon, for he has been long 
enough on the coast of Porto Rico 
to have established himself some- 
where ashore and to have forwarded 
some communication to the govern- 
ment. 


There will be no difficulty in the 
prompt transmission 
of any dis- 
patches the general may file over 
the cable at St. Thomas. 
It is prob- 
able that in the beginning the gov- 
ernment at Madrid will be in ad- 
vance with the news. 
This is be- 
cause there is a cable running from 
Ponce around through a group of 
the West India islands to Kingston, 
where 
communications 
with the 
trans-Atlantic cable can be had. 
Thus, the conditions at Ponce, so 
far as cable connections are con- 
cerned, approximate those existing 
at Santiago at the beginning of the 
campaign when the Spanish govern- 
ment was able to communicate di- 
rectly with the Spanish general in 
the town, while General 
Shafter's 
communications were subject to a 
delay of about twenty-four^hours. 


However, all this will be rectified 
in the course of a few days, and 
General Miles will be in quick com- 
munication with Washington.

FROM GUANTANAMO. 


GUANTANAMO BAY, Santiago de 
Cuba, July 26,—The Prairie arrived 
here from Nipe Bay last evening 
and reported all quiet. 
The Span- 
iards last evening sunk the Spanish 
gnnboat Santoval, which had been 
lying near Caimanera. 
This 
is 
looked upon as being a gross breach 
of the terms of the surrender, whioh 
theBpaaiards tben hia knowledge 
of, aad fipeofally opnii^eriiig 


fact that food has been sent by the 
United States navy into Caimanera. 
First Sergeant of Marines Kinnie, of 
the New York, went north yester- 
day evening on the Texas to get his 
commission as second lieutenant of 
marines. 


This is almost the only case of 
such promotion on record in this 
branch of the service. 


The Montgomery left yesterday 
evening. 
It is difficult to see how 
the large body of Spanish troops at 
Holguin can fail to surrender very 
soon, although reinforced by the 
Spanish forces from Gibara. Hol- 
guin is one of the commanding 
points in eastern Cuba, and the sur- 
render of its garrison will be an im- 
portant event in the war. News 
from there is expected shortly, and 
upon it will depend some of the 
plans of our commanders. 


The Vixen and Suwanee returned 
to Santiago yesterday morning, con- 
voying the prize ships brought here 
for disinfection. 


The main body of the fleet is here 
coaling and cleaning as well as the 
facilities of the bay permit. 
The 
Texas will leave for New York 
shortly in order to undergo repairs. 


The movement of the other ships 
under Rear 
Admiral 
Sampson's 
command, except those engaged in 
the Porto Rico expedition, depend 
upon the decisions of the authori- 
ties at Washington, and the impres- 
sion is growing among the naval 
officers of high rank in these waters 
that it is not advisable to send a 
fleet to Spain without previously 
enabling the ships to undergo thor- 
ough preparations, including going 
into dry dock in several cases. 


The list of vessels in Guantanamo 
Bay include the flagship New York, 
the Brooklyn, Iowa, Indiana, Ore- 
gon, ^arblehead, Detroit, Newark, 
Yankee, Yankton, Hornet, Ericcson, 
Rogers, 
Wampatuck, 
Samoset, 
Vesuvius, Celtic, Vulcan, Alvarado, 
government colliers and one trans- 
port. 


A Boston fruit steamer 
arrived 
here yesterday morning loaded with 
fruit, in consequence of a request 
upon the part of Admiral Sampson, 
but the steamer refused to sell any- 
thing and each ship was given a 
supply of fruit, which was much 
appreciated. 


No news has been received 
here 
from Porto Rico, 


Colonel Ewers, 
who was sent by 
General Shafter to receive the sur- 
render of the 4,000 Spanish troops 
at Guantanamo arrived here on Sun- 
day night with two of General 
Toral's offic3rs and proceeded to 
Caimanera and Guantanamo yester- 
day. 
The colonel expected to re- 
turn last night. It is said that 1,700 
of the Spanish troops of the Guan- 
tanamo district are on the sick list. 
After they have surrendered the 
work of tending the sick, feeding 
the healthy and maintaining order 
among the prisoners will probably 
devolve upon the navy. 


The Nipe Bay engagement was 
quite hot, but there were no casual- 
ties on the American side. 
The 
Spanish gunboat Jorge Juan was 
riddled by our shells. 
It is believed 
that about 200 men deserted from 
her after opening 
the Kingston 
valves. 


A fleet bulletin just issued in re- 
gard to the investigation of the 
navy's shells at the bombardment 
at Santiago de Cuba says : 


"Twelve houses were completly 
wrecked inside, and one house was 
burned. 
Sixteen eight inch shells 
struck withinn three blocks on the 
Calle de Marina. 
These excavated 
the ground to a depth of about four 
feet and to a length of about ten 
feet. 
The street was macadamized. 
It is judged from the fact that 
many of them struck near the 
water's edge that a number of shells 
must have gone into the bay. Army 
officers have stated that thirty or 
forty went 
beyond the northern 
edge of the bay into the 
Spanish 
lines. 


"A dozen or more of the shells 
had not exploded. 
In four of them 
the base had been simply blown 
out. 
In one case a four-inch shell, 
which was probably a stray 
shell 
fired during the demonstration at 
Aguaderos on July 1, had gone 
through a tree and had exploded in 
the ground beyond. 


"When the severe effect of the 
eight-inch shells is considered, it is 
a matter for congratulation that it 
was not necessary to continue the 
bombardment longer and fire thlr- 
teen-inch shells, as the squadron 
had prepared to do. 
The effect of 
these latter 
would 
undoubtedly 
have been of a most 
disastrous 
character to the town. 
The board 
has completed its investigation and 
will make a detailed report later.

Affairs are in a Most Distressingr 


State. 


Army Cannot be Relied Upon to 
Hold People at Bay. 


Queen Regent is Bending Every EfTort to 


End the War, But Without Much 


Hope of Success. 


NEW YORK, July 26.—A 
dispatch 
to the Tribune from Paris says : 


The cast-iron severity 
of the 
Spanish censorship prevents the ex- 
act situation at Madrid from being 
disclosed except 
through 
private 
channels. 
Any newspaper 
corres- 
pondents at Madrid suspected of 
even hinting at the true state of af- 
fairs known to prevail there would 
be imprisoned or expelled. 
Under 
these circumstances grave import 
ance attaches to a Madrid letter of 
Saturday's date, received here to- 
day by a French diplomatist 
well 
known on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic. 


The Tribune correspondent is un- 
fortunately not at liberty to mention 
the name of the writer of the letter, 
whose opportunities for ascertain- 
ing the truth at Madrid are unsur- 
passed, but is authorized to cable 
the following summary of its con- 
tents ; 


"Madrid, Saturday, July 23.—The 
situation is far more critical than at 
any previous time since the war be- 
gan. 
On the surface the habitual 
ndifference of all classes of the 
people to the national disaster seems 
to continue. 


"Social entertainments, 
popular 
amusements and bull fights go on 
as merrily as ever, but this appar- 
ent apathy is merely superficial. 


"The slightest incident may at 
any moment precipitate a crisis and 
plunge the country into revolution. 
The news which 
reached 
here 
Thursday of the postponement of 
the departure of Watson's squadron 
is regarded as a definite abandon- 
ment of that expedition and causes 
an immense relief to the Spanish 
cabinet. 


"Sagasta is powerless either to 
carry on the war effectively or to 
conclude peace. 
The question of 
the war is thrown into the back- 
ground by the urgency of dynastic 
considei'ations and by measures to 
avert a military pronunciamento, 
backed by a popular uprising. 


"The spectre of revolution has 
momentarily restrained the Carlists 
in the northern provinces, but has 
forced Sagasta to put his whole trust 
in the leaders of the army. The 
generals are now absolute masters 
at Madrid, and are likely to cast 
aside Sagasta as soon as they have 
no further use for him. 


'The artillery is the most demo- 
cratic as well as the most efficient 
branch of the military service and 
has always been early in taking an 
active part in any republican move- 
ment to overturn a dynasty. 


' 'Today the entire artillery force 
of the garrison of Madrid is openly 
hostile to the government and if or- 
dered to fire on the people would 
certainly refuse to do so and would 
fraternize with the insurgents. 


'Several 
infantry 
regiments, 
when the emergency arises, are also 
ready to follow the example of the 
artillery. 


'The disaffection of the army in- 
creases day by day. 
Officers of 
every grade accuse the ministry of 
incapacity in conducting the war 
and charge them above all with 
criminal neglect in failing to supply 
the Santiago force with food and 
ammunition. 


'General Polaviejo, a thoroughly 
honest, 
loyal soldier of the old 
school, whose devotion to the queen 
regent Is beyond reproach, has had 
long conferences with the queen, 
Sagasta and the leaders of the oppo- 
sition. 
Polavieja is the last hope of 
the dynasty. 
This blunt but genial 
soldier still retains a certain in- 
fluence with the army, but those 
who ought to know best say that 
when the time comes he can no 
more stem the popular tide 
than 
could Marshal Bugeaud have pre- 
vented the Paris revolution of 1848 
from sweeping away Louis Philippe. 


"Not a day passes without the 
emperor of Austria exerting his 
strong personal influence with the 
queen regent, urging her to make 
peace at once, no matter at what 
sacrifice; for, in his opinion, the 
only salvation of the dynasty de- 
pends upon her ability to do so, and 
he points out that the longer -peace 
is delayed so much the more in- 
tense will be the internal explosion 
which is the real danger to the dy- 
nasty. 


"The queen is most anxious to 
a-ct upon the emperoir's advice, and 
her great hope is that 
Polavieja 
will succeed in obtaining the assent 
of the army to permit the cabinet 
to make such direct offers of peace 
to Washington as would be accept- 
able here. 


"But whether Polavieja will be 
able to exert the necessary influence 
with the military leaders or not is 
considered more than doubtful. 


"To make the outlook still more 
dismal, it is known that in spite of 
explicit official denials republican 
discontent is spreading at an alarm- 
ing pace in Cordova, Valencia, Mur- 
dia and Huelva." 


TAKING OUR PULSE. 


Spain Feeling Her Way to 
Begin Negotiations 
for Peace. 


REPORTS FROM VATICAN SO REGARDED. 


WASHINGTON, July 
26.—The re- 
ported statement from the Vatican 
of what purports to be terms of 
peace acceptable to both the United 
States and Spain is set down here as 
only one of the many "feelers" that 
have been thrown out within the 
past two weeks, 
probably to test 
public feeling in the United States 
primarily, and secondarily to break 
slowly to the masses of the Spanish 
people the realization of their com- 
plete defeat, 
something of which 
they are not yet aware because of 
the superhuman efforts put forth by 
the Spanish government to suppress 
or 
prevent 
the news of actual 
events. 


It is suspected here that the con- 
dition named the annexation to the 
United States of Cuba and Porto 
Rico and the relinquishment 
to 
Spain of the Philippines, represent 
what may be now looked upon as 
the maximum concessions that Spain 
is willing to make. • 


From this point of view the state- 
ment is not discouraging, though, 
of course, it must be realized that 
the Spanish maximum is very far 
below the American minimum. 


Still there must be some starting 
point for negotiations that will in 
the end lead up to peace, and there- 
fore the publication of these various 
"feelers" is not deprecated by our 
government though so far it can be 
positively asserted, 
they have no 
basis of fact, at least on this side of 
the Atlantic.

Shafter's detailed report of the 
American casualities in the battle 
of Santiago has been received at the 
war department and is now being 
prepared for publication. 


The total number of casualties 
was 1,595. Recapitulated, the Amer- 
ican losses were : 


Killed, 23 officers and 208 enlisted 
men ; wounded, 80 officers and 1,203 
men ; missing, 81 men. 


The missing are supposed to be 
dead, as, so far as known, the Span- 
ish forces took no prisoners.

his apparel has been 
thoroughly 
fumigated. 
The general of the 
army having gone so far as to sacri- 
fice his mustache to the exigencies 
of the occasion, whatever the de- 
privation may attach for his health, 
it has certainly so changed his ap- 
pearance 
as 
to make him al- 
most unrecognizable until you come 
within speaking distance. 


The troops on the Yale are, of 
course, heartily sick of the enforced 
seclusion which their vessel grants, 
but are all the more healthy for 
being kept afloat and so much the 
more likely to be effective at Porto 
Rico. 
Troops are held also on the 
cruiser Columbia and the old Span-

The latter has the yellow flag on

SHAFTER REPORTS 5 0 0 


N E W C A S E S O F F E V E R . 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—In a dis- 
patch to the war department last 
night General Shafter reports that 
about 500 new cases of fever de- 
veloped in his corps at Santiago 
yesterday. 
This number includes, 
of course, all classes of fevers, 
probably some cases of genuine yel- 
low fever. 


Only one death is reported, that 
one being from yellow fever. The 
cheering intelligence is 
conveyed 
that the situation is improving and 
that abijut 450 men who have been 
ill have returned to duty. 


The dispatch, as posted by the 
war department, follows: 


"Santiago, 
July 
25.—Adjutant 
General, U, S, A., Washington:— 
Number of fever cases on the 24th 
inst., about 500. At least 450 re- 
turned to duty. 
Actual figures will 
be given hereafter. 
Notwithstand- 
ing figures, situation seems 
some- 
what improved. 
One death, Ser- 
geat J. Lamenn, 
troop C, Third 
cavalry, yellow fever, Siboney. 


"SHAFTER, Major General." 
As heretofore indicated by Gen- 
eral Shafter and the medical officers 
of his corps, the cases of fever are 
of a notably mild type. The patients 
are ill from three days to a week 
and then return to duty quite as 
well as ever. 
The medical officers 
concur in the opinion that this fever 
renders the men immune, for the 
time at least, to yellow fever.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 26.—The state 
board of charities was in session 
yesterday and called the attention of 
Governor Mount to some needed re- 
forms in the state institutions. 
Among other things, the board ob- 
jects to throwing the prisons and 
reformatories open to excursionists 
and having them staring at the con- 
victs. The board says the practice 
is humiliating and demoralizing. 
There was complaint also about the 
management of the insane hospital

Alger especially was expecting to 
hear from General Miles and was 
much disappointed that no word 
had come from him as to his land- 
ing, reports of which had been 
transmitted to him through the As- 
sociated Press. 


Secretary Long also was keenly 
expectant of advices from that c^uar- 
ter. 


Referring to the expedition of 
Commodore Watson to the Spanish 
coast.

The very best that can 
be done for these 
unfortunates 
in a public institution is done 
for 
them. 
But the essen- 
tial air of the home is lack- 
ing. 
There 
are 
bright-eyed, 
bright-minded, 
winsome, 
lovable 
little ones in the Allen county or- 
phanage that would bring sunshine 
and joy into many childless homes. 
Good-hearted domestic couples who 
have room and the means to, spare 
to the rearing of little ones can lay 
no better offering at the feet of Him 
who blessed all children than by re- 
moving some of these unfortunates 
from the institution to the happy 
circle of their own homes. Children 
should not, if they are to develop 
the choicer facilities, the higher re- 
finements, the finer independence, 
be too long reared in public mstitu- 
tions. 
The consciousness of indi- 
gence, that intangible something 
that betrays the unmistakable iden- 
tity of the public charge, will be 
written in the character, marked in 
tho behavior. 
Let as many as pos- 
sible of the helpless innocents in the 
Allen County Orphans' home be 
spcired the distressing knowledge 
that they ever were paupers.

At 12 o'clock last night a telegram 
from Charleston, Mass., brought to 
Mrs. William H. Armel, of 479 La- 
fayette street, the shocking news 
that her huslnnd had been killed in 
a railway accident at that place. 
The telegram did not state just how 
Mr. Armel met death, but as he is 
employed on a road running tlirough 
that town, it is presumed be was 
coupling cars wben ihe accident oc- 
curred. 
Mrs. Armel is nearly pros- 
trated by grief. She telegraphed in- 
structions this morning to have the 
remains shipped here and they are 
expected to arrive some time to- 
morrow. 
Until the hour of their 
arrival the date of the funeral will 
not 1)3 known, but it is thought the 
body will reach here in time to bury 
it Thursday. 


William H. Armel was the son of 
William Armel, sr., one of Allen 
county's well known farmers. He 
was born thirty-eight years ago lai^t 
April on the old homestead, five 
miles out on the Goshen 
road, 
where his father still resides. He 
remained on the farm, going to 
school during the winter months, 
until he was 
twenty years old. 
Then he came to Fort Wayne and 
took a position as switchman in the 
Pennsylvania yards. 
In 1893 he 
left the Penns ylvania and took a 
similar i)osition with the Nickel 
Plate. A year later he was let out 
because of 
sympathy with the 
American Railway union strikers. 
About a year ago he went east 
and found employment on one of 
the New Englan d roads, where he 
worked steadily until the accident 
which cost him his life. 


Besides the widow and the aged 
father, Mr. Armel left two sisters, 
Mrs. W e a v e r and Mrs. Carroll. H e 
had no children. 
The news of the 
poor fellow's 
fate caused 
sorrow 
among the attaches of the Pittsburg 
and Nickel Plate 
yards when it 
reached them this 
morning. He 
was a kind and accommodating 
companion, and every man was his 
friend and liked him. 
At one time 
Mr, 
Armel was prominent in 
Knights of Pythias circles in Fort 
Wayne, but when he lost his posi- 
tion on the road, he allowed his 
membership to lapse by non-pay- 
ment of dues. 


T H E NICKLE P L I T E RETRENCHES. 


A retrenchment move which sur- 
passes anything yet attempted in 
this "neck o' woods" is now on on 
t h e Nickel Plato. 
It began over a 
w e e k ago, w h e n orders were 
issued 
to dismiss t w o road supervisors and 
add their territory to the remaining 
supervisors, w h o s e salaries w e r e n o t 
increased. 
The attendants at the 
coaling stations between terminals 
were also discharged and their duties 
were added to those of the section 
men. 


Now comes the news of the prac- 
tical suspension of work in the 
shops at Stony Island and Conneaut, 
beginning yesterday. 
Only the 
round house force, perhaps a dozen 
men at each place, were retained. 


The clerical ranks were also in- 
vaded and wherever a man could be 
dispensed with, he was dropped. 
There are 1,000 men effected by the 
order. 


The necessity for such an unpre- 
cedented economical move is said to 
be "no traffic" and consequently no 
demand for engines. 
Traffic is al- 
ways light in July, and it is much 
lighter this year, according to the 
weekly statements of 
eastbound 
shipments out of Chicago, than in 
formal: years. 
Still, this does not 
appear to warrant the wholesale 
suspensions mentioned in the fore- 
going. 


W I L L R E B U I L D TRACK 
TAKKS. 


The old traok tanks on the Penn- 
sylvania 
between Pittsburg and 
Altoona, which were put down just 
before the Philadelphia centennial, 
are to be renewed and some of the 
material is being distributed. New 
tanks are abont to be placed be- 
tween the rails at Lafcrobe and other 
poimts. 
Some improvements have 
b ^ n made in the matter of ^n^c^r- 
ing the different sections and the 
sluice . is made deeper and wider, 
^ e new •'balanoed scoops nked % 
the engines will enable a train to 
take water running fifty miles an 
hour, and there ifl scarcely any ne- 


cessity for making the track tanks 
longer, 


CLERKS IN LUCK. 


This morning Henry C. Rippe, 
who has been assistant chief clerk 
and stenographer to Chief Clerk 
Robert Learmonth, of the Pennsyl- 
vania offices, for several years, re- 
ceived notice of his appointment to 
the position of private secretary to 
Supt. C. D. Law, succeeding T. J. 
Kucher, who was compelled to re- 
sign on account of failing health. 
John G. Wolf rum, 
for several 
weeks tonnage clerk, has succeeded 
Mr. Rippe. 
Mr. Wolfrum is also 
an expert stenographer and has 
filled in that capacity several very 
responsible positions. 
Who will 
succeed Mr. Wolfrum is not known 
at present, but it is thought civil 
service rules will be observed and 
that some clerk now in the com- 
pany's service at this point will get 
the position. 
Messrs. Rippe and 
Wolfrum have won their promo- 
tions by faithful and efficient serv- 
ice. 


RAILROAD ACCIDENTS IN J U N E . 


A compilation of railroad acci- 
dents in the United States in the 
month of June shows the total 
number was 14G, of which five were 
due to defects of road, thirty-one to 
defects of equipment, thirty- one to 
negligence in operating, seven to 
unforeseen obstructions and seven- 
ty-two 
unexplained. 
Thirty-one 
passenger and 159 freight trains 
were involved in 146 accidents. Five 
passengers and twenty-on© employes 
were killed and sixty passengers 
and sixty-seven employes were in- 
jured.

FREIGHT RATES 
RESTORED. 


A dispatch from Chicago states 
that all freight rates were restored 
to normal tariff on the western 
roads.

While it was in 
progress many millions of dollars 
were recklessly thrown away. For 
twelve months rates in all parts of 
the territory west of Chicago have 
been baldy demoralized.

A telegram received 
yesterday 
afternoon by Charles MoCollooh an- 
nounced the death of his mother, 
Mrs. Hugh MoCulloch, which oc- 
curred Monday noon at Sparkill, N. 
Y., at the home of her daughter, 
Mrs. John B. Yale. Mr. McCulloch 
left last evening to attend the 
funeral, which will occur tomorrow 
afternoon. 


Mrs. Susan Mann MoCulloch was 
the widow of the late Hon. Hugh 
McCulloch, and was bom in Platts- 
burg, N. Y., May 13,1818. In the year 
'36, Mrs. McCulloch, then 
Miss 
Mann, came in company with a Miss 
Hubbell, afterward Mrs. Royal W. 
Taylor, to Fort Wayne. The ladies 
came from Maumee, Ohio, in the 
primitive conveyance of the times, 
called a "pirogue"—a log canoe— 
and were landed near the grounds 
of the Old Fort, which was standing 
at that time. 
Miss Mann and Miss 
Hubbell began teaching school soon 
after their arrival, in a room of the 
old court house, and later in the 
basement of the First Presbyterian 
church, which was then located on 
the comer of Berry and Lafayette 
streets. 
Mrs. Mary Wheeler, Mrs. 
Edward Colerick and Louis Bourie 
are 
among the living 
pupils 
who were instructed by Mrs. Mc- 
Culloch in those early days. 


It was in this city and during the 
following two years that Mrs. Mc- 
Culloch met and loved Hugh McCul- 
loch, to whom she was married in 
1838 at her home in Plattsburg. 
Four children were bom to them, 
Charles, the well known banker, of 
this city ; Fred, who lives in How- 
ardsville, Va. ; Louise, Mrs. Yale, 
of Sparkill, N. Y., and Mary, now 
Mrs. Marshall, who resides in Bos- 
ton. After her marriage Mrs. Mc- 
culloch was a resident of this city 
for a number of years,and was identi- 
fied -with many of the struggles and 
successes of t h e pioneer days. She 
was one of the organizers and earli- 
est members of the Presbyterian 
church, now known as Westminster, 
which was founded by Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher, and whose first pas- 
tor, Rev. Charles Beecher, was a 
brother of that noted divine. After 
Mr. McCulloch's pronounced abili- 
ties as a statesman and financier led 
him to remove his family to Wash- 
ington to live permanently, Mrs. 
McCulloch became identified with 
the Episcopal church, of which she 
was a communicant at the time of 
her death. 


In 1888 Mr. and Mrs. McCulloch 
celebrated their golden 
wedding, 
and it was several years after that 
notable event before the angel of 
death claimed the companion of her 
life. Mrs. McCulloch was always 
progressive, always keenly alert to 
the cultivation of noble faculties of 
mind and spirit which she possessed, 
and slie retained ber pbysical vigor 
to witbin a sborfe time of ber deatb. 
It was while traveling in Italy, two 
years ago, that she was made seri- 
ously aware of the complaint which 
was not curable but which she was 
able to withstand, with good care, 
'for so many months. 
Mrs. McCul- 
loch's last visit to this city was 
about five years ago. 


The remains will be laid to rest 
beside those of Mr. McCulloch, in 
Rock Creek cemetery, 
which is 
within a few milos of the McCul- 
loch home in Sparkill.
